)une, 1904, wliile exploring in the woods on the outskirts of North¬ 
ampton, Ma.ssachusetts, I found in a damp, mossy hollow, a yellow 
flower belonging to the Compositic, which was new to me. I took it 
home for study, and made it out to be Hieracium murontni, L. My 
only hesitation in so naming it arose from the fact that the plant was 
not credited to New England, in any of the books. However, I sent 
it to Mr. Fernald, who pronounced it good llicracitim murontni. 
There was quite a colony of it growing in the hollow, and the 
bright yellow blossoms in the mos.sy bed made a very attractive 
sight.
